To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Grimsby  Rural 
District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  for  your  considerat  ion  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1920.  Estimated  Popu- 
lation of  the  District — 11,191.  Area — 43,239  Acres. 

Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  District. 

The  District  is  mostly  very  flat,  and  sparsely  populated, 
and  is  (with  2 exceptions,  viz.,  Immingham  and  Little  Coates) 
entirely  agricultural.  In  these  two  exceptions  the  inhabitants 
work  at  the  large  Dock  constructed  at  Immingham,  and 
reside  either  there  or  at  Little  Coates,  which  is  contiguous 
to  the  Borough  of  Grimsby. 

Water  Supply. 

Immingham,  Little  Coates,  Healing  and  part  of  Great 
Coates,  and  Scartho  are  supplied  with  water  by  the  Grimsby 
Waterworks  Company.  Other  villages  have  a private  sup- 
ply, whilst  the  remaining  Parishes  are  supplied  chiefly  from 
Artesian  Wells  and  Bores.  I have  had  several  samples  sub- 
mitted to  me  for  examination  during  the  year,  but  have  not 
had  to  condemn  any  source  as  polluted.  There  are  two  or 
three  outlying  places  in  the  District  where  the  supply  is 
obtained  from  ditches,  these  are  being  attended  to. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

No  notice  of  pollution  of  these  has  been  brought  to  my 
notice. 

Sewerage. 

The  sewage  scheme  for  Immingham  is  being  carried  out, 
and  it  is  hoped  will  be  completed  this  year. 

Humberstone,  which  is  becoming  quite  a residential  part, 
has  its  sewage  treated  by  a filter  bed. 

Healing  has  a sewage  tank.  Other  villages  have  cesspools 
and  open  ditches. 
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Closet  Accommodation. 

With  the  exception  of  that  part  of  Little  Coates  which 
adjoins  the  Borough  of  Grimsby,  the  box  system  obtains  in 
the  District.  Immingham,  Little  Coates,  Scartho  and  Great 
Coates  have  schemes  for  the  disposal  of  the  contents  of  the 
closets.  Tenders  for  the  disposal  of  the  same  at  Healing  are 
being  advertised  for. 

In  the  part  of  Little  Coates  mentioned  above  as  being  a 
totally  water  carriage  system  district,  there  are  only  water 
closets,  each  closet  having  a proper  flushing  apparatus  and 
being  well  supplied  with  water. 

Scavenging. 

At  Immingham  and  Little  Coates,  Scartho  and  Great 
Coates,  this  is  done  by  contract,  and,  in  my  opinion,  some  of 
the  larger  Parishes  would  be  better  served  if  a proper  system 
of  Scavenging  obtained. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk. 

There  are  95  Registered  Cowsheds  in  the  District.  These 
have  been  regularly  inspected,  and  in  nearly  every  case  they 
were  kept  clean  and  in  a sanitary  condition.  With  reference 
to  cleanliness  of  the  Milk  Supply,  circulars,  giving  directions 
as  to  cleanliness,  are  being  sent  to  all  Cowkeepers  in  the 
District. 

Schools. 

Wold  Newton  School  yards  need  repairing,  Immingham 
Council  School  is  also  without  proper  drainage,  and  the 
Authorities  have  been  notified  to  that  effect.  The  following 
Schools  have  been  closed  for  Measles,  Mumps,  Whooping 
Cough,  viz.  : Scartho,  Laceby,  Hatcliffe,  Waltham  Wesleyan, 
Waltham  Church  of  England,  Immingham,  and  Humber- 
stone,  and  Healing  Council  and  Stallingborough  for  In- 
fluenza. 

Slaughterhouses. 

These  are  all  in  good  condition,  and  are  looked  after. 
Bakehouses. 

These  are  periodically  visited,  and  are  kept  in  a good 
sanitary  condition. 
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Unsound  Food. 

During  the  year  a small  quantity  of  unsound  food  was 
surrendered  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  was  destroyed. 
(See  Sanitary  Inspector's  Report). 

Infectious  Diseases. 

On  receipt  of  a notification  of  an  Infectious  Disease,  the 
matter  is  promptly  attended  to  either  by  myself,  or  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector.  Where  there  are  no  means  of  isolating 
the  patient,  he  or  she  is  removed  to  Hospital  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment,  and  the  premises  and  clothing  disinfected. 

There  have  been  47  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified 
during  the  year — (this  compares  favourably  with  1918,  when 
there  were  110  cases  notified,  and  with  1919,  when  there  were 
70).  Of  this  number  there  were  Diphtheria  8,  Scarlet  Fever 
7,  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  10,  Acute  Pneumonia  12  ; these 
4 diseases  accounting  for  37  of  the  total  number  notified. 
I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  there  was  only  one  case 
of  Enteric  Fever  in  1918,  1919  and  1920  notified  to  me. 

Housing. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  43  new  Bungalows,  and 
14  ordinary  Houses  built.  Steps  are  being  taken  for  ac- 
quiring land  compulsorily  for  the  Housing  Scheme  at  Little 
Coates.  12  houses  are  in  course  of  construction  at  Imrning- 
ham,  and  a contract  for  another  12  is  being  entered  into. 
75  acres  of  land  have  been  acquired,  and  further  sites  are 
being  obtained  in  the  Parishes  of  Laceby,  Beelsby,  Scartho, 
Aylsby,  Healing  and  Habrough. 

Births  and  Deaths. 

There  have  been  123  Deaths  from  all  causes  in  the  District 
during  the  year,  viz.  : — 61  Males  and  62  Females.  With  an 
estimated  population  of  11,191  (as  supplied  by  the  Registrar- 
General)  this  gives  a Death  Rate  of  10'99.  The  Death  Rate 
of  Infants  under  1 year  of  age  is  8947. 

There  have  been  314  Births  during  the  year — 160  Males 
and  154  Females  (of  these  there  were  2 Males  and  9 Females 
illegitimate),  with  an  estimated  population  (as  given  by  the 
Registrar-General)  of  11,211 — this  gives  a Birth  Rate  of 
28-05. 

Factories. 

Besides  several  small  Workshops  in  the  District  there  is 
a large  Paper  Factory  at  Little  Coates.  This  has  been  visited 
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and  any  defects  found  are  set  out  in  the  Copies  of  Table, 
relating  to  Factories,  as  requested  by  the  Secretary  of  State, 
and  inclosed  as  directed  in  Circular  168. 

Isolation  Hospital  at  Immingham. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  at  Immingham  is  now  practically 
ready  to  receive  Sea-borne  Diseases,  e.g.,  Plague,  Cholera, 
and  Yellow  Fever.  A Caretaker  has  been  appointed,  a 
telephone  established,  an  ambulance  obtained,  and  an 
arrangement  is  being  entered  into  with  a Nursing  Home  for 
the  supply  of  Nurses  at  an  hour’s  notice.  The  Nurses  rooms 
are  furnished,  and  negotiations  are  in  progress  for  the  ac- 
quisition of  a Manlove,  Alliott  L.O.  High-pressure  Steam 
Disinfecting  Plant  from  the  Disposals  Board. 

Port  Sanitary  Work. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  89  vessels  inspected  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  25  nuisances  abated.  There 
have  not  been  any  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  brought  to 
the  Port  during  the  year.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District 
Council  of  Grimsby. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you,  pursuant  to  the 
Order  and  Circular  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  my  Annual 
Report,  in  which  is  recorded  particulars  of  work  done  during 
the  past  year. 

Inspection  of  District. 

The  total  number  of  Inspections  made  during  the  year 
ended  December  31st,  1920,  was  1446.  The  number  of 
nuisances  discovered  and  reported  in  my  Journal  was  515, 
of  these,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  31  were  still  unabated. 

At  the  end  of  1919,  84  nuisances  were  outstanding,  these 
have  during  the  year  1920  been  abated,  thus  bringing  the 
total  of  nuisances  abated  up  to  559,  leaving  an  outstanding 
number  of  40. 

When  nuisances  are  discovered,  I either  notify  the  re- 
sponsible person  by  letter,  interview,  telephone,  or  by  a 
Preliminary  Notice,  and  this,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  has 
been  found  sufficient,  but  during  the  past  year,  when  owners 
have  been  asked  to  supply  Dustbins,  it  has  been  necessary 
to  serve  Statutory  Notices,  and  Dustbins  have  been  pro- 
vided by  the  Council,  and  the  expenses  recovered.  Only  in 
one  case  was  it  necessary  to  issue  a summons  for  recovery, 
and  the  person  paid  on  receipt  of  summons  before  the  sitting 
of  the  Court. 

Stopped  drains  have  also  been  a subject  of  controversy 
during  1920,  owing  to  the  property  owners  refusing  to  accept 
liability  for  this  nuisance,  either  on  the  grounds  of  claiming 
the  drain  to  be  a sewer,  or  that  they  were  not  the  persons 
who  “ caused  the  stoppage.” 
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Food  Inspection. 

Slaughterhouses,  Bakehouses,  Fried  Fish  Shops,  Fish  Cur- 
ing Premises,  and  other  places  where  food  is  prepared  or 
deposited  for  the  purpose  of  sale  is  frequently  inspected,  and 
generally  speaking  they  are  well  kept,  although  in  a few 
instances  it  has  been  necessary  to  draw  the  attention  of 
those  concerned  to  the  need  of  cleanliness. 

Fish  Curing  covers  an  extensive  area  at  Little  Coates  and 
Great  Coates,  and  during  the  season  300  to  400  people  are 
employed  in  this  work. 

At  the  end  of  this  report  will  be  seen  the  quantity  of  Food- 
stuffs surrendered  during  the  year  ; no  seizure  has  taken  place, 
all  of  the  food  tabulated  being  surrendered. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

There  are  95  Cowsheds  on  the  Register,  7 Purveyors  of 
Milk,  and  965  Cows.  The  Milk  for  the  most  part  being  sent 
into  the  Borough  of  Grimsby. 

I can  only  repeat  what  I said  last  year  with  respect  to  the 
cleanliness,  in  the  main  the  shippons  are  kept  clean,  but  the 
cows  often  lie  dirty,  and  are  not  properly  cleaned  before  milking. 
Unfortunately  our  powers  for  proceeding  against  persons 
selling  dirty  milk  are  somewhat  obscure,  and  it  is  difficult 
to  proceed  against  the  offenders. 

Offensive  and  Noxious  Trades. 

Liver  Boiling  and  Manure  Works  on  the  Ffumber  Bank 
are  carried  on  with  a view  to  causing  as  little  annoyance  as 
possible  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  District. 

One  of  these  Factories  has  had  considerable  alterations 
carried  out  at  my  request  during  the  year. 

Increased  ventilation,  condensing  plant,  and  more  effi- 
cient drainage  has  been  carried  out  much  to  the  advantage 
of  the  workers  concerned. 

Scavenging. 

During  the  year  we  have  added  Scartho  and  Great  Coates 
to  the  Parishes  already  having  a system  of  Refuse  Collection. 
The  above  Parishes,  with  Immingham  and  Little  Coates,  are 
now  scavengered  by  contract,  and  very  few  complaints  have 
been  received  ; it  does,  however,  require  close  supervision. 
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Humberstone  Foreshore  Encampment. 

I have  inspected  this  “ Camp  ” (which,  owing  to  the 
shortage  of  houses,  has  become  a village  of  wood  Bungalows) 
several  times  during  the  year,  and  have  only  had  to  record 
one  nuisance  thereat.  The  inhabitants  take  a great  interest 
in  their  “ Hutment,”  and  anyone  transgressing  is  threatened 
with  dismissal. 

The  disposal  of  Refuse  and  excrement  is  carried  out  in- 
dividually, and  I have  never  had  cause  for  complaint. 

Port  Sanitary  Work. 

The  number  of  ships  inspected  during  the  year  is  89  and 
canal  boats  8. 

In  conclusion,  I beg  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Council 
and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  their  support  during 
the  year.
